Seeds  of  Annual  Flowers 

EVERY  annual  plant  passes  through  its  entire  life-cycle  within  a  single  season.  The  seed  which  you  sow  germinates  in  the  Spring 
producing  plants  which  come  into  bloom,  bear  seed,  and  die,  before  the  approach  of  Winter.  Because  of  their  short  period 
of  growth,  they  are  valuable  as  fillers  in  perennial  gardens  and  to  succeed  plantings  of  bulbs.  No  plants  surpass  them  in  bril¬ 
liance  for  Summer  display. 

The  seed  of  many  Hardy  Annuals  will  live  over  Winter  and  germinate  the  following  Spring,  so  that  when  once  established  in  the 
garden  they  come  up  year  after  year  without  attention. 

The  seed  of  Half-Hardy  Annuals  will  not  live  in  the  open  ground  over  winter,  and  generally  they  must  be  sown  indoors  early  in 
Spring  and  the  little  plants  transferred  to  the  open  ground  when  the  weather  is  warm.  A  good  many  Tender  Perennials  are  treated 
as  Half-Hardy  Annuals  and  are  therefore  included  in  this  list. 

Almost  all  Annuals  will  germinate  and  bloom  the  first  season  if  sown  outdoors  as  soon  as  the  ground  is  warm.  But  those  which 
require  a  relatively  long  period  of  growth  do  not  come  into  bloom  until  very  late.  A  succession  of  bloom  may  be  achieved  by  starting 
some  seeds  indoors  early  and  some  outdoors  later. 

Annuals,  as  a  rule,  like  rich  soil,  plenty  of  water,  and  sunshine.  The  dwarf  varieties  should  be  thinned  out  to  about  4  inches  apart, 
medium-dwarf  sorts  to  6  inches,  and  taller  varieties  from  10  to  15  inches.  This  permits  the  plants  to  branch  and  flower  for  a  longer 
period.  Steady  cultivation,  the  judicious  use  of  BREXONE  or  some  standard  fertilizer,  and  watering  during  dry  periods  will  help 
the  effect.

There  can  be  no  greater  joy  than  to  create  a  garden  plan  through  the  agency  of  one’s  own  imagination,  and 
then  to  work  out  that  plan  by  actually  growing  from  seed  the  special  varieties  desired.  For  many  years  we  have 
laid  great  stress  on  the  selection  and  quality  of  these  seeds,  realizing  that  this  particular  branch  of  gardening 
was  rapidly  becoming  one  of  country-wide  interest. 

In  the  following  list,  we  offer  all  the  varieties  that  have  played  a  part  in  fashioning  the  old  and  famous  gardens 
of  New  England.  For  your  guidance  we  briefly  touch  on  the  distinction  between  Biennials  and  Perennials  and 
suggest  methods  of  culture  long  practiced  by  those  who  make  the  growing  of  Perennials  their  profession. 


-  Perennials.  These  go  on  living  and  increasing  for  a  number 
of  years,  the  stems  dying  down  each  season  and  coming  again 
from  the  roots  each  Spring.  They  are  easily  raised  from  seed 
sown  during  late  Spring  and  early  Summer  in  frames  or  seed¬ 
beds.  These  seedlings  should  be  ready  to  be  transferred  to  their 
permanent  quarters  in  the  Autumn — or  the  following  Spring. 


Biennials.  These  are  plants  which  require  two  seasons  to 
come  to  full  maturity,  after  which  they  ripen  their  seed  and  die 
off.  Perhaps  the  best  mode  of  treatment  is  to  sow  in  frames  in 
the  latter  part  of  June,  during  July,  and  up  to  the  middle  of 
August,  and  transfer  the  resulting  plants  to  their  permanent 
positions  in  the  Autumn  or  early  the  following  Spring.

Ornamental  foliage  plants  for  subtropical 
effects.  The  beautifully  designed  foliage 
has  served  as  a  model  for  artists,  and  was 
the  inspiration  for  the  ornate  columns  of 
the  Greek  Corinthian  architecture.

Successive  plantings  of  bush  string  beans  may  be  made  at  intervals  of  10  to  14  days  from 
April  19  until  August  1  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston.  Pole  string  beans  may  be  sown  about  May  15. 
Bush  and  pole  limas,  however,  should  not  be  planted  until  early  June  and  then  only  if  the  weather 
has  become  settled  and  warm. 

Bush  beans  should  be  sown  in  drills  and  covered  to  a  depth  of  2  inches.  The  rows  should  be 
at  least  24  inches  apart. 

In  planting  pole  beans  It  is  best  to  set  the  poles  in  position  before  sowing  the  seed.  Set  them 
at  least  3  feet  apart  and  plant  6  to  8  seeds,  well  spread  out,  around  each. 

Two  pounds  of  bush  beans  will  sow  100  feet  of  row;  one  pound  of  pole  string  beans  will  plant 
100  hills.  With  lima  beans  double  quantities  will  be  required.

This  very  important  vegetable  crop  requires  a  rich  soil.  Seed  sowing  should  be  done  just  as 
early  in  the  spring  as  possible.  Sow  the  seed  thinly  in  drills  at  least  a  foot  apart,  covering  to  a 
depth  of  not  more  than  inch.  Tramp  down  the  soil  firmly  so  that  it  will  lie  in  close  contact 
with  the  seed  and  thus  insure  better  germination.  Frequent  cultivation  is  very  necessary  as 
well  as  occasional  applications  of  fertilizer.  One  ounce  of  seed  will  sow  100  feet  of  drill;  from 
4  to  5  pounds  to  an  acre.

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HARDY  LILIES 

Lilies  are  considered  by  many  to  be  the  most  beautiful  and 
ornamental  of  cultivated  plants.  Their  stately  habit  and  variously 
colored  flowers,  often  very  fragrant,  make  them  almost  indispen¬ 
sable  for  the  hardy  flower  garden,  as  well  as  for  growing  in  the 
greenhouse.  Many  of  the  native  species  may  be  effectively  natural¬ 
ized  and  practically  all  are  valuable  for  use  in  the  mixed  perennial 
border.

All  Lilies  are  wild  plants  and  do  not  take  kindly  to  heavy  fertiliz¬ 
ing  or  cultivation.  They  must  have  good  drainage  and  they  enjoy  a 
low  ground-cover  which  shades  the  soil  in  which  they  grow.  With 
the  exception  of  Lilium  candidum  they  should  all  be  planted  deeply, 
at  least  four  times  the  diameter  of  the  bulb  below  the  surface  of 
the  soil.
